Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
Oece more the Standard Oil system has 
locked horns with the United States govern- 
ment. It has at last become apparent that 
the big corporation is back of the movement 


' the southern states to break down the 


peonage prosecutions by the United States 
rmment. 


This ght against the government and the 


gepartment of justice began in Plorida and 
was organized and instituted by Henry M. 
Flagler of the Florida East Coast railroad 
and also the Standard Oil company. 

The reason for this was that a number of 
the officials of that corporation are actually 
ender indictment in New York City, while 
the labor agent with whom they are charged 
with peonage has run away and left them 
to bear the burden of a trial in the United 
Btates courts. 

It is alleged that over 6,000 ignorant for- 
gigners were decoyed away from New York 
to turpentine camps and for railroad work 
on the Florida East Coast line. 


Southerners Follow Oil Lead. 


/A representative from Florida who had 
openly defended Flagler on the floor of the 
house of representatives presented several 
resolutions, all intended to embarrass the 
department of justice. Following upon the 
fecent collapse of the peonage cases in Mis- 
gesippi, where the local sentiment was such 
that it was found impossible to secure con- 
vyictions, no matter how strong the evidence, 
John Sharp Williams and others of the Mis- 
gissippi delegation have followed the course 
pursued by the Standard Oil people and also 
have begun an attack upon the government 
Officers who have the peonage cases in 
charge. 

As a result of this plan of campaign, the 
mies committee of the house of representa- 
tives has decided to hear tomorrow morning 
Assistant Attorney General Charies W. Rus-

Proof in Prosecution’s Hands. 


Between the two they are expected to detail 
Sgreat deal of the government side of the 
peénage cases. There is in the possession 
of the department of justice an immense 
tmount of material of this character. It 
Was possible at first in the southern states 
to Secure a conviction and even a sentence 
of the men proved to have held white im- 
Migrants in slavery. This was particularly 
true in Florida and Mississippi. In each 
case there have been successful prosecu- 
tions in the beginning. 

As soon as the local sentiment was aroused, 
however, it was found to be impossible to, 
Secure convictions and latterly the south- 
mm grand juries have even refused to return 
indictments. 

Representative Humphreys of Mississippi 
has presented a resolution directing the im- 
migration commission to investigate the 
peonage situation in the southern states. 
The rules committee already has under con- 
Sderation one of the long resolutions by 
Mr. Clark of Florida, who comes from the 
istrict where the Florida East Coast rall- 
Mad controls the democratic politics. This 
Was specially directed against Mrs. Quack- 
enbos and was couched in such language that 
the committee declined to give it serious 
consideration. 


House Wants the Reports.

Its Share of Traction Earn- 
ings Indicated by First 
Formal Report of 
City Railway 


REBUILDING IS PUSHED. 


South Side Figures Indicate the 
Progress of Reconstruction 
and Ineome from 
Fares. 


The city will get $638,681 ae ite share of the 
net earnings of the City railway company for 
the last eleven months of last year. This is 
computed by the company to meen §675,000 
for a full year. 

Figured on the accepted basis that the 
Chicago City will furnish two-fifths and the 
Chicago Railways company three-fifths of 
what the city will get altogether from the 
traction companies, this means a total of 
$1,687,500 as the city’s annual income from 
the two traction companies under the new 
ordinances. 

President Thomas E. Mitten of the City 
railway company made the first report to his 
stockholders at their annual meeting yester- 
day of the operation of that company under 
the new ordinance. Judging from the way K 
Was received it wae entirely satisfactory. 
It showed the company could pay 56 per cent 
of its net earnings to the city and still make 
plenty of money. 

The report, as far as the partnership ar- 
rangement with the city went, only covered 
eleven months, the last ones of 1907. January 
figures were of individual account, the ordi- 
nance not going into effect until Feb. 1. 


What the Report Shows. 

But with the results the stockholders had 
no real reason te find fault. The report 
showed: 

That the company had earned from all 
sources $1,916,558 net, or 10.04 per cent on 
the par value of the stock. 

That it had paid out $1,215,000 as divi- 
dends, putting the stock on a 9 per cent basis 
and setting aside $701,558 for the surpius 
fund. 

That $7,168,980 had been added to the value 
of the property by improvements, most of 
which had been paid for by bonds, the in- 
terest on which had been paid from the 
operating expense account as provided by 
ordinance. 

That the company now owns 805 double 
truck cars and 251 single, a total of 1,056, 
the full number required by the ordinancs. 

That there was an increase of 3.90 per 
cent in the number of fare paying passen- 
gers with a slight percentage of failing 
off in the demand for transfers, but not 
enough to change the average rate for. been 


Mélabses from 3.10 cents a passenger. 


That the total passenger earnings for the 
full year were $8,087,000, or an increase 
of 4.1 per cent. 

In 1906 the total earnings of the road 
were $7,871,126 and the expenses $6,146.40, 
leaving a net income of $1,724,827, or earnings 
on the stock of 9.54 per cent. This year 
the earnings are increased to 10.64 per 
cent. 


Betterments to the Property. 

In recounting the betterments to the prop- 
erty during the year President Mitten sets 
out: 

The acquirement of 300 pay-as-you-enter 
cars which have cut down the accident ac- 
count materially and increaged the propor- 
tion of fares collected from passengers. 

The reconstruction of 21.50 miles of track 
of which approximately ten miles was the re- 
placement of cable track. 

The putting into service of three new power 
houses ang the practical completion of two 
new car ws He estimated $6,000,000 more 
would be spent in improvements and re- 
habilitation during 1908. 

In showing the passengers carried Presi. 
dent Mitten divides them as follows: '

The new partnership atrangement with the 
city required a new form of bookkeeping for 
the last eleven months of the year, and this 
required some explagation when the items 
were given. From t total net earnings is 
first deducted the 5 per cent allowed by the 
ordinance on the company’s [nvestment. 


Then the remainder is divided between the [ 


company and city, so that besides the com- 
pany’s 45 per cent share of the net it hag its 
5 per cent interest on capital, bringing the 
company’s total for the eleven months up to 
$1,634,976. To this it added the $281,581 in- 
come for January, when the ordinance was 
not effective, making its entire net incbme 
for the year $1,016,538.

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UPSET OLD POLICE TRICKS 


Two Courts Overturn. the Orders 
of Chiefs Collins and Kipley. 


LIEUTENANTS ARE PUT BACK 


**Consolidated’’ Sergeants’ List Illegal; 
Some Down; Others Up. 


Two attempts by former city administra- 
tions to subvert civil service promotions in 
the police department were overturned yes- 
terday by court decisions. 

Judge Gibbons issued a writ of mandamus 
directing the reinstatement of three former 
police lieutenants who were sumimarily re- 
duced In rank by Chief of Polfce Kipley in 
1897. 

Judge Smith held invalid the consolidation 
of police sergeant eligible lists by which 
Chief of Police Collings during the Dunne 
régime was enabled to promote a number of 
fayorites. By the terms of the decision 
forty-seven sergeants are reduced to the 
rank of patrolmen. Ten of these, who were 
originally on the legal list, were again ad- 
vanced to sergeantcies. 


Become Lieutenants Again. 


The policemen ordered restored to _the 
rank of lieutenants are Patrolmen Ben Reed, 
special guard in the mayor's office; George 
Hutchinson, secretary to Assistant Chief 
Schuettler, and Joseph A. Thomas, deputy 
bailiff in the Municipal court. George F. 
Bassett, to whom the order also applies, re- 
tired from the police department on a pension 
several years ago. 

The others were reassigned as lieutenants 
as follows: 


THOMAS, to Stanton avenue station, 

HUTCHINSON, to Sheffield avenue. 

REED, to central detail. 

Lieut. Thomas Howard was transferred 
from Sheffield avenue to Desplaines street 
station; Lieut. Morgan Collins, transferred 
from central detail to Chicago avenue sta- 
tion; and Lieut. Alex. McDonald, from Chi- 
cago ayenue to the office of the chief. 


In the Courts Five Years. 


The lieutenants’ case, which represents one 
of the most flagrant violations of the civil 
service law on record, has been in the courts 
for five years. When Kipley became chief 
of police he started out to weed republican 
policemen out of commanding positions in 
order to make place for democrats. He re- 
duced Reed, Hutchinson, and Bassett direct- 
ly to the rank of patrolmen on June 19,1897. 
Lieut. Thomas he reduced first to the rank 
of sergeant and then on Oct. 26 discharged 
him from the force, 

The four officers petitioned Mayor Harrison 
and his civjl service commission, consisting 
of Robert Lindblom, John W. Hla, and Joseph 
Powell, to reinstate them. They say they 
were told by the merit board that they would 
be restored to their rank " after the smoke of 
pattle had cleared away.”” They waited five 
years in vain for the smoke to blow over, and 
then appealed to the courts. The present civil 
service commission recognized the court de- 
cision without appeal. 


Collins’ Work Undone. 

The other case recalls one of former Chief 
Coliins’ artful dodges for getting around the 
civil service law. Originally there were 
separate eligible lists for detective, patrol, 
and desk sergeants. But it happened that 
the men at the head of these lists were not 
Collinge’ favorites. So Collins induced the civil 


service commission to hold’ a new examina- 
tion for detective sergeants, which was taken 
by lus friends. They were given high mark- 
ings and stood at the top of the list. Then 
Coliins induced the merit board to consolli- 
date the three lists, thereby putting his 


friends on the detective sergeant list at the | 


head of the combined poll. 


The matter was brought intgq.court by Pa- | 


trolraan William D. Voss and others, who 
set up the claim that the former chief acted 
illegally. 

Alter an exhaustive hearing of the mat- 
ter Judge Smith issued @ writ of mandamus 
against the civil service commission, direct- 
ing the commission to cancel and annul the 
Collins order of promotion.

$180,000 FRAUD UNEARTHED. 


Forgers Duplicate New York Cen- 
tral’s ‘‘Private Currency.” 


TRACE BOGUS NOTES HERE. 


Detectives Hunt for Thieves &s Audit- 
ors Check Accounts. 


New York, Feb. 17.—{Special.])—While the 
auditors of the New York Central railroad 
are checking up the currency notes issued to 
employés last fall as part payment for sal- 
aries, private detectives are following a clew 
which they hope will lead to the arrest of 
forgers who have copied the notes and circu- 
lated false orders in many cities between 
here and Chicago. 

The fraud, it was said today at the auditor's 
office, was discovered last December within 
two weeks after the new payment system 
had been started. 

It was decided at once to stop circulating 
the notes and since Jan. 1 the employés of 
the road have been paid as they were before 
the panic. At the same time a request was 
sent out that all notes be returned to the 
company as soon as possible, but no ex- 


planation was given for the abandonment of 


the plans. 
Loss May Be $180,000. 

Officials of the treasury department of the 
New York Central deny that the company 
has been defrauded. In the auditing depart- 
ment, however, it was said the lose might 
amount to many thousands of dollars when 
all the motes were checked off—one report 
saying $180,000. 

While the currency notes are similar to 
checks the holder is not required to ifidorse 
them before they are cashed, and they can 
be passed in the same way as United States 
currency. 


Notes of Small Amounts. 

The notes are redeemable at the Lincoln 
National bank and are made in $10, §20, and 
$50 issues. For final payment they have to 
pass through the clearing bouse and from 
there they are returned to the company. 

The first notes were issued Dec. 8, when it 
decided to use private money, or scrip, dur- 
ing the financial stringency. 

At that time several hundred men on the 
divisions between New York and Chicago 
received helf their salaries in the company's 
money, which was honored at stores and 
even taken as rent in many cities. 


Many Bogus Notes Passed. 

According to the reports received by mem- 
bers of the auditing staff, the notes came in 
so rapidly in many instances that two of 
them similarly numbered were received. It 
was at once discovered that forgers were 
passing the scrip whenever they had an op- 
portunity. 

Even after the notes were declared invalid 
they were presented for payment, and after 
investigation it was shown that hundreds of 
“ notes’ were being passed. 

The fraud, according to detectives, has 
been traced to Chicago, where the largest 
number of falae notes has been found. 

It is not known how much money was col- 
jected on the currency notes, and only final 
checking of the figures will establish this.

They are almost cer- 
tain of adoption.

P Taft Men May Hit Snag. 

If this view prevalis, and if the state com- 
mittee keeps its hands off the selection of 
district delegates, the Taft men of Chicage 
who have been demanding primaries for the 
selection of national delegates. and who are 
oxpected in Springfield in the morning, will 
have to address themselves to the various 
congressional committees. : 

In Chicago it will rest with the county com- 
mittemen to decide, they being the congres- 
sional committeemen of the district in which 
their wards lie. For example, in the

urer John R. Thompson, State Chairman

Outside of Cook county there is a chance 
for the congressional committees to avoid 
responsifility by handing the question on 
to the county committees of the counties In- 
cluded in the district. 

It hae been customary in most downstate 
Cistricts for the congressional delegates to be 
elected in county conventions, and 4 good 
deal of trouble will be saved if the authority 
to select delegates be turned over to the in- 
dividual counties, and they be allowed to do 


as they please. 
Taft Resolution Dropped? 


The only representative of the Chicago 
Taft club in Springfield tonight \s ex-Ald. 
Frank T. Fowler, the advance guard of the 
delegation, which is expected in the morn- 
ing.

New York, Feb. 17.—Declarations of sup- 
port to the candidacy of Gov. Hughe® for 
president and prophecies of his election t» 
that office were made by speakers tonight 
at the formal notification of Gen. Stuart L.

Mem- 
bers of the notification committee and mem- 
bers of the Hughes league from many parts 
of the country were present.

Gen. Woodford characterized the political sit- 
uation as serious, and detlared that the 
“democratic party, hungry with long fast- 
Ang, will do their best to get together and 
‘win the coming election.” 

Chairman Milholland who made the speech 
notifying Gen. Woodford of his selection, 
told his hearers that the campaign in the 

‘Enterest of Gov. Hughes’ nomination was 


making steady progress, and deciared that 
the republican south was awakened and will 


be ‘‘ on our side.” 


$32,336,573 MEASURE PASSES. 


ITegislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Appropriation Bill Goes Through 
House After Lively Debate. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—The legisla- 
tive, executive, and judicial appropriation 
bill, one of the large supply measures of the 
government, was passed by the house today. 
The amount carried by it is practically as 
reported by the committee—$32.836.573. 

There was a lively debate over the pro- 
wision giving discretion’ to heads of depart- 
ments to remove or reduce incapacitated em- 
playés of the government. 

The provision went out on a pointiof order. 
although a new one was adopted declaring 
the appropriation not available for the com- 
pensation of any person incapacitated for 
performing the service for which they are 
employed.

SHAW HAS FUNDS 
TO OPPOSE TAFT. 
| Former Secretary Says Organ- 
ization Will Cost $200,000; 
Cash Is Ready. 


TALKS TO GRAIN DEALERS 


Seeks Illinois Chairman of Cam- 
paign in Favor of a Con- 
servative Man. 


I.eslie M& Shaw, the former Roosevelt cabl- 
net officer, who is now endeavoring to organ- 
ize commercial and financial opposition to 
the Roosevelt policies, has informed Chi- 
cago and Illinois business men with whom he 
has hac dealings in the last five days, that 
the work in contemplation would require a 
fund of $200,000, and that it would be forth- 
coming. 

Mr. Shaw has publicly denied that he was 
Particularly interested in organizing bust!- 
ness men against Secretary William H. Taft 
and the Roosevelt ideas, but details of his 
talk with prominent men in Chicago have 
been made public. 

In addition to visiting the heads of some 
of the large commercial interests and of rail- 
roacs in their offices; Mr. Shaw arranged 
to get in touch with prominent board of trade 
men. 

This was done through a man well ac- 
quainted on the board, and Pesident Hiram 
N. Sager was interested. He was asked to 
invite representative members to meet Mr. 
Shaw in his room at the Auditorium. 

*You can assure them,” Mr. Shaw said, 
“that there will be no publicity connected 
with it. They can meet me in my room at 
the botel, and nothing will besaid about it.’’ 


Board of Trade Fears New Laws. 
His request was ca@rried to Mr. Sager, who 
is said to have objected at first because of 
the political character of the desired con- 
ference, but at Mr. Shaw’s request it was 
represented to him that board of trade firms 
stood in great danger of inimical legisla- 
tion based on the Roosevelt recommenda- 
tion that trading in futures be prohibited. 
The board of trade firms are fighting the 
bills for federal inspection of grain and 
against trading in futures. The members 
with whom Mr. Sager talked came to the 
conclusion that if they could get any assist- 
ance from Mr. Shaw and the people he rep- 
resents it would be wise to &ecept it. 

Mr. Sager then asked half a dozen members 
to join in calling on the former secretary 
of the treasury. Among others he invited 
George R. Marcy, the Armour grain man. 

In asking that board of trade men meet 
him Mr. Shaw had explained that the best 
interests of the country demanded the nom- 
ination of a conservative,republican candi- 
date for president. ; 


Any Conservative Man Wanted. 


“This is not a movement in favor of any 
one particular man,"’ said Mr. Shaw, “* and 
the personality of the candidates will not 
enter into it. The afm isMERELY toarouse 
sentiment for a conservative candidate as 
against a radical candidate. Fairbanks, Can-" 
non, Knox, Hughes, or myself would do. I 
include myself because I should be foolish to 
try to have you believe that I would not take 
the nomination if it were offered me. Hughes 
I have included, although no one seems to 
be taking him with much seriousness,”’ 
Then he explained in detail what the board 
of trade men had to fear in their particular 
line of business from a continuation of an 
administration which recommended legisla- 
tion so disastrous to trading as the prohibi- 
tion of dealing in futures and the federal 
inspection of grain. 

He said it had been the idea of the promot- 
ers of the comntercial opposition that head- 
quarters should be established for the west 
either in Detroit or Grand Rapids, Michigan 
being the most advantageously located state 
which has no “ favorite son "* In the race. 


Chairman in Each State. 
He explained further that it was thought 
desirable to have a man at the head of the 
organization in each western state, and that 
the Business Men’s association should be 
put on its feet, not as an organization in 
favor of any one candidate, but as stand- 
ing for a principle. 
**But such an organization as you have 
indicated would be expensive,’”’ Mr. Marcy 
is said to have remarked. ‘‘ Have you any 
idea how much it would cost? ’”’ 
“ Yes,’’ said Mr. Shaw. “It would cost 
about $200,000, but you need not worry about 
that. The money would be raised quickly 
enough.”’ 
He then suggested that Mr. Marcy under- 
take charge of the work of organizing in 
Chicago, ®ut the grain man objected; say- 
ing that his business affairs demanded all 
his time. He suggested that another man 
present undertake the work, and the ather 
begged to be excused. So far as can be 
learned Mr. Shaw has not succeeded in find- 
ing a manager for the Chicago branch as 
yet, although he told the board of trade men 
that in his visits to State street houses and 
to railroad offices he had found that hi’ ideas 
were held by the business men. 


Shaw Talks Hour and Half. 


This was the theme on which Mr. Shaw 
preached to the board of trade men when 
they had assembled in room 522 at the 
Auditorium. He gave them a talk which is 
said to have lasted an hour and a half, going 
into all the arguments in favor of an or- 
ganized movement to prevent the nomina- 
tion of a ‘‘ radical.” 

It is said that Mr. Taft was not specifica}- 
ly named as “ dangerous,’’ but the business 
men were warned of their danger if Roose- 
velt policies were continued by his succes- 
sor. 

Mr. Shaw then named, as stated, Fair- 
banks, Cannon, Knox, Hughes, and him- 
self as candidates to whom the business men 
could trust the affairs of the nation. 

Mr. Shaw issued a formal statement ves- 
terday denying that he was  perniciously 
active" in behalf of any one of the repub- 
lican candidates. He admitted he favored a 
friend of constructive business in the presi- 
dent’s chair, but said he would like to see a 
republican convention of uninstructed del- 
egates, free to choose the candidate on the 
spot. 

He asserted that he did not take the initia- 
tive in the proposal to form a great business 
men’s organization for influencing the choice 
of the republican candidate. It is said some 
of the business men with whom he conferred 
were attracted by his utterances in behalf of 
a conservative made during his recent visit 
in Michigan. He was then quoted as “ favor- 
ing "’ Pierpont Morgan for president. He ex- 
plained this later as a reporter’s exaggera- 
tion’ of his chance remark on looking at a 
picture of Mr. Morgan in a magazine—shown 
to him by the said reporter—that he (Morgan) 
“would make a good president.” 


Story of the Conference. 


“A number of business men,” said Mr. 
Shaw, “‘ called at my hotel Saturday morn- 
ing, not at my request, but at their own in- 
stance, to inquire what course I thought they 
had better pursue to prevent certain pending 
legislation which they thought would prove 
ruinous to their business. I did not so much 
as inquire concerning their politics or their 
political preferences for the republican nomi- 
nation. 

“TI did say to them that the business men 
of the country, the men who produce grain, 
and those who produce grain products, the 
men who produce wool, and those who pro- 
duce wool products,. the men who produce 
meat, and those who produce meat products, 
and the nen who market these products—I 
repeat, the business men of the United States, 
have always, during My recoMection. con- 
trolled national elections, and I regretted 
that they did not interest themselves to 
some extent before as well as after nomina- 
tions were made.” 

He commended the administration of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and then added: 

“That business confidence at home and 
abroad is now at ebb tide all who know 
something of the subject must admit. It 
will require something besides espionage of 
business men, something besides drastic 
‘business restraining legislation. something 
besides criminal prosecutions again to set 
our industrial wheels in motion.’

Testimony of Experts in Judge Max- 
well’s Court Ranges from Thanks- 
giving Day to Merry Christmas. 
When does the millinery season close in Mil- 
waukee avenue? 


Expert witnesses gave varying answers 
to this question yesterday when testifying 
in Judge Maxwell's court. Some said it 
closes Dec. 1 and others at Chirstmas; still 
others said on Thanksgiving day. 

They were witnesses in a suit brought by 
Miss Mae Peat Reith, millinery trimmer, 
against the Gotzoff Sisters, milliners, 968 
Milwaukee avenue, to recover $225—five 
weeks’ salary. Miss Reith said the Gotzoff 
Sisters engaged her services for sixteen weeks 
as*a trimmer on Sept. 1 at a @alary of $45 
a week. The woman who engaged her said 
the agreement was not for sixteen weeks, 
but for the season. Then came the question 
as to when the fall millinery season in Mil- 
waucee arvenue closes. 

Attorney Thomas McEnerny, coungel for 
the plaintiff, was particularly insistent on 
this point. When a witness gave testimony 
as to when the fall season closes without 
specifying a locality, Attorney McEnerny 
would attempt to confine the testimony to 
Milwaukee avenue, and in many instances 
he succeeded. 

Miss Odus, a milliner at 923 Milwaukee 
avenue, said she did not know when the sea- 
son ends or when it begins. Nathan J. Eisen- 
drath, with Gage Bros., said that the season 
ends Dec. 1, but would not express any 
opinion ag to the local season in Milwaukee 
avenue. Maurice Baskowitz, who has a 
store in Milwaukee avenue, said the season 
closes on Thanksgiving day. 

The case was not finished.

Picture of John Wilson, Worn by Worm 
an Run Down by Northwestern Train, 
Leads to Identification of Body. 


Through the picture of her husband on a 
button she wore on her dress, the mangled 
form of Mrs. Margaret Wilson, wife of John 
Wilson, 148 Ada street, was identified last 
evening. Mrs. Wilson had been crushed to 
death beneath a Northwestern railroad 
passenger trdin at Elizabeth street on Sun- 
day evening. 

Besides the picture of her husband, Mrs. 
Wilson carried nothing that might identify 
her. The body was so crushed that the fea- 
tures were unrecognizable. Last evening Mr. 
Wilson saw his likeness without name in a 
newspaper, accompanied by an account of 
the death of the unknown woman. He imme- 
diately went to the county morgue and 
claimed the bodysas that of his wife. 

‘* Mrs. Wilson started to walk to my broth- 
er’s in Washington boulevard,” related Mr. 
Wilson. “I felt uneasy when she did not 
return, but supposed, of course, they had 
persuaded her to remain for the night.” 

The crossing on which Mrs. Wilson was 
killed is considered dangerous. Not less than 
a dozen tracks of the Northwestern, the Pan- 
handle, and the St. Paul railroads run paral- 
lel at this point.

(CANNON'S CARBER IS LAUDED 


Representative Boutell Reviews 
Speaker’s 84 Years’ Work. 


SEES HIM IN WHITE HOUSE. 


Solon Thinks People of Nation Will 
Give Him Final Honor. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—Thirty four 
years ago today Speaker Cannon delivered 
his first speech in the house of representa- 
tives, and the anniversary was marked by 
a tribute to the speaker by Mr. Boutell of 
Illinois soon after that body met today. 

Mr. Boutell recalled the noted men of the 
house at that time, whose friendship Mr. 
Cannon enjoyed,- and, in referring lo the 
speaker's speech, said that these men were 
present and heard his remarks. Among them 
he mentioned Speaker Blaine, Joseph R. 
Hawley of Connecticut, Willfam P. Frye 
and Bugene Hale of Maine, Henry L. Dawes, 
E. Rockwood Hoar, George F. Hoar, Benja- 
min F.. Butler, Julius-C. Burrows, James A. 
Garfield, Alexander H. Stephens of Georgia, 
William R. Morrison of IiMnois, William 8. 
Holman of Indiana, Lucius Q. C. Lamar of 
Mississippi, Richard. P... Bland of. Missouri, 
Fernando Wood of New York, Samuel J. 
Randall of Pennsytvania, and Roger Q. Mills 
of Texas. . 

_,. Cheaper Postage First Aim. 

Mr. Boutell said that Mr. Cannon, then 36 
years old, spoke on a bill reducing rates of 
postage on books, for the carrying free of 
newspapers within the counties of their pub- 
lication, and for the extension of the frank- 
ing privilege to public correspondence. 

“He made a carefully prepared, logical 
argument in support of the bill,”’ said Mr, 
Boutell, “‘ reinforcing his propositions by a 
well ordered array of convincing figures. It 
was a speech that could only have been made 
after hard work and thorough preparation.” 
Several extracts from the speech were read 
by Mr. Boutell, who spoke of a gibe by a 
member directed at Mr. Cannon that “ the 
gentleman must have oats in his pocket.” 
Mr. Boutell said that tumultuous applause 
greeted Mr. Cannon’s retort, when he said: 
**I understand the gentleman. Yes, I have 
oate in my pocket and hayseed in my hair, 
and the western people generally are affected 
in the same way; and we expect that the 
seed, being good, will yield a good crop, I 
trust ten-fold; and the sooner legislation is 
had, not only as proposed by this bill, but 
in all other respects as the people desire and 
equity and justice shall dictate, the better it 
will be in the long run for all people in this 
country, whatever may be their calling or 
wherever they may reside.” 


Quotes Answer to Opponents. 


He said that it had been charged that the 
city presse opposed the bil, and on this point 
Mr. Boutell quoted Mr. Cannon as follows: 
“I do not believe that the city prees will 
as a unit oppose this bill. A portion of it 
may, from selfish motives in some instances 
and honestly in others. I certainly have no 
desire to call upon myself the assaults of the 
city press, or any portion of it. Nor do I 
fear it as long as 1 truly represent my con- 
stituents and act, in my representative 
capacity, for the Interest of the people gen- 
erally. 

“Nor would I change the power of the 
press to assail my acts or those of any one 
else. On the contrary, every member of 
congress or other agent of the people should 
court a fair criticism of his acts, and if he 
vitally misrepresents the people, they should, 
and no doubt would, fail to continue him in 
places of trust. 

*“ But no man is a proper person to repre- 
sent the people unless he has the honesty 
and the backbone to stand and do what is 
right and for the interest of the people, with- 
out reference to what any one élee may say 
of him or what’ the action of the press may 
be in the premisges.”' 

“That speech,’’ said Mr. Boutell, “ gave 
Mr. Cannon @ position as one of the strong 
men in the housé ark? won for him the respect 
of his colleagues In both branches of con- 
gress and of the faders in official life.” 


Sees Him in White House. 

Mr. Cannon, he declared, had answered the 
ridicule heaped upon him by admitting that 
he was a country member and had oats in his 
pocket; “who proudly acknowledged’ the 
truth of the jeat, good naturedly silenced the 
jester, and then refuted the insinuation of 
narrowness and provincialism in words elo- 
quent with the spirit of the truest states- 
manship and the loftiest patriotism.” 

The oats that Mr. Cannon sowed, said Mr. 
Boutell, were not wild oats, ‘‘ and they have 
yielded him generous and rich returns.” 
Mr. Boutell referred to the steady strides 
made by Mr. Cannon during his service as a 
member of the house, resulting in his election 
three times as speaker, and in conclusion 
paid: 

‘*The people of his district have conferred 
upon him all the honors that are in their 
gift to bestow, single handed and alone. And 
the thought that comes to my mind on this 
anniversary of our country colleague's first 
triumph in this house—a triumph won in 
the interest of the workers of the country— 
is simply this: 

‘* How gladly within the next few months 
the other plain people who live on farms or 
work in mines or shops will join the Voters 
of his district to reward this their faithfu! 
servant, who went forth in their cause thirty- 
four Years ago with oats in his pocket, and 
returned bringing his sheaves with him, by 
conferring upon him the nation’s final honor.”’ 


AID ASKED FOR LINCOLN FARM. 


Representative Madden of Illinois Of- 
fers Bill in Congress Calling for Ap- 
propriation for Memorial. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.~—[Special.]—A 
determined effort will be made to prevail on 
congress to appropriate money to assist the 
Lincoln Farm association of New York to 
erect a memorial hall on the farm in Ken- 
tucky, where Abraham Lincoln was born. 

Representative Madden of Illinois today 
introduced a bill providing for the erection 
of a building which will contain the remains 
of the humble log cabin birthplace of Lin- 
coln as well as other relics which tell the 
story of Lincoln’s early life. 

The bill calls for an expenditure of $250,000 
for this purpose, $100,000 of which to be 
provided by the government and $150,000 by 
the Lincoln Farm association of New York. 

“TI am interested in the project primarily 
as a representative from the state where 
Abraham Lincoln. lived,”’. said Mr. Madden. 
** It ia the wish of the directors of the associa- 
tion for work on the memorial to begin at 
once, in order that it may be dedicated by 
Feb. 12, 1900, which is the anniversary of the 
birth of Lincoln.” 
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Harley and Triay to New York to get the 
laborers.

The retreat of Sabbia has left 
the three representatives of Flagler to bear 
the burden of the defense in New York, and 
this fact plainly accounts for the transfer- 
ence of the fight to the floor of the houge 
of representatives, where it is hoped to se- 
cure some kind of an investigation which 
‘will prevent the department of justice call- 
ing these cases at the next term of the fed- 
ral court in New York. 

Result of Fugitives’ Story. 

Many months ago a lot of laborers escaped 

from the turpentine camps and railroad 
camps of Florida. The stories they told in 
New Yor® on their arrival there were print- 
ed broadcast in the newspapers and created 
& great deal of indignation, especially among 
the foreign element. Mr. Flagler thereupon 
asked for an investigation and Mr. Neill, 
the head of the United States bureau of 
labor, went down there to look up the situa- 
tion. He reported the conditions satisfac- 
tory, although the report he made was used 
in the department of justice as a basis for 
continued prosecutions, the facts he had 
adduced having furnished abundant evidence 
of violation of the federal law. 
Following this investigation asked for by 
Mr. Flagler, Assistant Attorney General 
Russell succeeded in securing the indictment 
in Florida of no less a person than Mr. C. 
J. Meredith, superintendent of the Florida 
East Coast railroad. That case is still pend- 
ing and is yet to come up for trial. Follow- 
ing this Representative Clark of Florida, 
who, as has been explained, comes from 
the district where the Flagler-Standard O/)} 
interest is paramount in politics, introduced 
@ resolution attacking Attorney General 
Bonaparte because he had “ ignored” the 
local district attorney and had sent Assist- 
ant Attorney General Russell dowg to ap- 
pear before the. grand jury. 


Claim Woman Bought Perjury. 


The resolution also attacked Mrs, Quack- 
enbos and charged her with having secured 
perjured evidence to fortify the peonage 
cases and with having been paid large sums 
for expenses and for salary without the 
authority of the law. The object of this 
resolution was. so obvious that the house 
committee on judiciary turned it down flat- 
ly, after haying received a brief commun!- } 
cation from the attorney general. 
Following this came the indictments in 
New York and this has again stirred up the 
Standard Oil people to secure further action 
in the house of representatives. The curious 
situation In the peonage cases now is that 
the crooked labor agents of New York have 
largely been driven out of business by the 
federal authorities, and the representatives 
of the railroads, turpentine camps, and 
cotton plantations who have come north to 
deal with.the padrones. have all been indict- 
ed and some of them punished, while in the 
south it is now absolutely impossible for the 
federal authorities to execute the law, no 
matter what the conditions may be and no 
matter what evidence may be produced. 
Before the committee on rules tomorrow 
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi will pre- 
sent the southern side of the case. He and 
other democrats have united more or less in 
a special attack on Mrs. Quackenbos, whom 
they consider the originator of the peonage 
prosecutions, although many of them were 
started and convictions secured before she 
was employed by the department of jus- 
tice. 

The extraordinary feature of the case is 
that it has narrowed down to a distinct fight 
between the Standard Oi] company, revre- 
sented by H. M. Filagier’s Florida East 
Coast railroad, and a single woman, whose 
connection with the peonage matters began 
with her settlement work on the east side 
in New York. Her opponents are direct- 
ing all their batteries against her and are 
seeking to have her driven out of the de- 
partment of justice, or else to discredit her 
work in such a way as to interfere with the 
trial of the cases in New York and in Florida 
against the Florida East Coast officials.

CALLED NEXT PRESIDENT. 


War on Predatory Wealth Prom- 
ised; Negro Praised for 
His Progress. 


New Haven, Conn., Feb. 17.—[{Special.]— 
Secretary Taft, the guest of honor at the 
Lincoln banquet of the Young Men's Repub- 
lican club, tonight explained the problems of 
‘the day and the position of the administra- 
tion on these affairs. He declared the war- 
fare on predatory wealth would be pushed, 
that an effort would be made to revise the 
tariff, told of the efforts made by the 
government to regulate financial affairs. 

When the speaker was announced by the 

toastmaster as “the next president of the 
United States’ he was greeted with loud 
applause by one of the largest audiences ever 
gathered in New Haven. Regarding the 
government’s fight against wealthy evil- 
doers, Secretary Taft said: 
“There is a growing danger of the power- 
ful and wealthy corporations uniting to es- 
cape the operation of the laws passed to keep 
them in bounds, and the principles that this 
administration has sought to carry out is 
that there is no one above the law. 

“We shall not create an immune clags, 
which, if we do, would make a tyrannous 
plutocracy. The laws of the statute books 
must be enforced against the wealthy and 
powerful even if it is more difficult than 
against the humble.”’ 

Reviews Work of Party. 

The secretary gave a review of the work 
and continuously growing strength and soitf- 
darity of the republican party since the time 
of Abraham Lincoln, whom Mr. Taft styled 
as the real founder and constructor of the 
party. He sald the success of the republl- 
can party lay in its ability to hold together 
and to educate the divided ranks so they 
might be brought within the proper view of 
new issues that arise. 
The fourteenth amendment to the consti- 
tution was touched upon as was the fifteenth 
and, in speaking of the effect of this amend- 
ment which gives the colored man the right 
to vote, he referred in an enthusiastic 
manner to the Improvement of the negro 
during the last forty years. The difficulties 
that the negro was called upon to surmount 
was referred to by the speaker, who declared 
he believed that ultimately the whole ‘and 
would unite in the opinion that the passage 
of the fifteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion was fully justifiable. 
Mr. Taft concluded with a few remarks on 
the democratic party troubles, saying the 
leaders were not united on a single thing. 
‘Take all their beHefs,"’ he said, “‘ and you 
have a crazy quilt that would indicate no 
progress, should they be put in power.” 

Hitchcock Resigns from Office. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—Frank H. 
Hitchcock today presented to the president 
his letter of resignation as first assistant 
postmaster general. The president accepted 
the resignation and made a felicitous re- 
eponse to it in which he referred to Mr. 
Hitchcock's services in the postoffice depart- 
ment. 
Mr. Hitchcock expects to enter immediate- 
ly upon his new duties as manager of the 
presidential campaign of Secretary Taft. 
Offices, which are to be used as headquar- 
ters, have been secured in the Union Trust 
company building, and in a day or two Mr. 
Hitchcock expects to have a force of clerks 
at work.

SEQUEL TO THOMAS CASE. 


Action Follows Testimony as te $50,- 
000 Loan to Associate. 


New York, Feb. 17.—[Special]—An indict- 
ment for perjury was added by the county 
grand jury todt&y to the two indictments for 
grand larceny already standing against 
Charles W. Morse. 

Morse will be arraigned on this new charge 
before Justice Dowling at 10:30°0'clock to- 
morrow morning. His counsel will deliver 
him into the hands of the court and will 
move that bail be fixed at a nominal sum, as 
he already is under $20,000 bonds on previous 
indictments. It is likely, however, that the 
district attorney will insist on additional 
security. 

The alleged perjury wae committed before 
the grand jury in its investigation into the 
affairs of the Provident Savings Life Assur- 
ance society, which was controlled by E. R. 
and O. R. Thomas, who were Morse’s part- 
ners in several speculative ventures. Morse 
was called as a witness about three weeks 
ago The Thomas«s, soon after they ac- 
quired control of t/ie Provident Life, had de- 
posited $100,000 .. Mr. Morse’'s National 
Bank of North America. The bank shortly 
after this‘ had lent E. R. Thomas §00,@~%. It 
has been charged that the Thomases, in order 
to raise funds, hypothecated some of the in- 
surance company’s securities. 


Morse Corrects Testimony. 

When Mr. Morse was first questioned in re- 
gard to this $50,000 loan he disclaimed all 
knowledge of it, and said that it Was a trans- 
action which passed through the hands of K. 
H. Curtis, president of the Bank of Norti 
America. Mr. Curtis was called and declared 
Morse himself had handled the transaction, 
and iater Mr. Curtis dug up a ietier writtea 
by Mr. Thomas to Mr. Morse which ind.- 
cated the latter must at one time have known 
of the loan. 

Mr. Morse himself, a few days after his 
first appearance before the grand jury, called 
Mr. Jerome on the telephone and told him 
he had made a mistakein his testimony. He 
had looked the matter up and had discovered 
he had handled the ioan as vice president of 
the bank. He wanted an opportunity to go 
before the grand jury anU correct his pre- 
vious testimony. his privilege was granted 
and Morse formally acknowledged he had 
made a mistake. 

Whether Mr. Morse acknowledged his error 
before the Thomas letter was produced by 
Mr. Curtis was not disclosed. Mr. Morse’s 
friends declared his testimony mm the first 
instance wes purely a mistake. He had noth- 
ing to gain, it is said, by repudiating his re- 
sponsibility for the loan. The inquiry was 
directed against Mr. Thomasand not against 
him. Mr. Morse had done the best he could 
to rectify the mistake after he had discovered 
it, bie friends sey. 

Mr. Thomas, it is believed, is one of the 
witnesses on whose testimony Mr. Morse 
was indicted on the perjury charge. He has 
been before the grand jury recently an‘4 
has had several conferences with the district, 
attorney.

The council finance committee completed 
the annual appropriation bill last evening.

The estimated income is on the basis of a 
$2,500,000 bond issue. In order to get the 
money absolutely nee@ed to improve the 
water system $1,000,000 of water certificates 
will have to be issued, decreasing the bor- 
rowing power of the city that much. It was 
Chairman Bennett's idea to loan the money 
to be got from the traction companies te the 
water fund instead of issuing these 5 per cent 
certificates, but he was overruled. 

With the exception of $2,911,915 set aside 
for permanent improvements, the bill follows 
pretty closely the figures of last year. The 
increases are the natural ones caused by the 
growing needs of a growing city, but in one 
case there is otable decrease. Corporation 
Counsel Brun@age will get along with $71,044 
less than James Hamilton Lewis spent in his 
main office, although there will be an increase 
of $8,200 in the proscuting attorney's office 
on account of the demands on it of the Munic- 
tpal courts. 

“Special Counsel’? Waste Ended. 

This gain comes mostly from the new rule 
of having the office force attend to theoffice 
business. The ‘‘ special counsel’ recruited 
during the Dunne administration from the 
ranks of the legal advocates of the I. M. O. 
are no longer on the city pay roll. 

It is to be feared that when it comes to 
actual operation the $2,911,915 for permanent 
improvements will diminish woefully. The 
money set aside for actual running expenses 
will have to be spent or at least most of 
it, while permanent improvements can be 
postponed. A man must have food, but he 
can get along with an old suit of clothes. So 
to meet the difference between the appro- 

riations and the cash available the con- 
roller during the year will have to curtail 
permanent improvements where he cannot 
save enough money from running expenses.

Various Reforms Thwarted. 

Among the plans which never materialized 
Devatse of this cutting down of the appro- 
priation was one for an epileptic colony at 
which such cases as that of the Giroux boy, 
who was burned so seriously at the Lincoln 
mylum, would receive expert attention. 

Another reform which was cut out was a 

_fanitarium for consumptives. The board of 
charities’ experts were of the opinion that 
many of the 30,000 persons now affected by 
this Cisease in Illinois might be saved by 
this means. But the necessary $150,000 was 
not granted by the legislature. 

Mr. Graves answered the charge that the 
board of charities had not made the legal 
fumber of visits to the state asylums by pro- 
ducing figures to show that the board and 
its paid experts had made an average of 12.81 
visits to each institution in a period of a year 
anda half. The law requires that but two 
visits be made to each institution annually.

Attorney General Proceeds 
Against F. K. Whittemore 
Property for $207,260. 


FEES ILLEGALLY TAKEN, 


Action Will Be Started, Says Mr. 
Stead, Against Other Former 
Officials and Bondsmen.

Springfield, .Ill., Feb. 17.—[{Special.]—At- 
torney Genera] Stead today filed a suit in 
the Probate court of Sangamon county 
against the estate of the late state treasurer, 
Floyd K. Whittemore, for $207,260. 

Attorney General Stead, in explaining the 
sult, said: “ The claime are for registered 
bond fees collected by Mr. Whittemore while 
he was state treasurer and by other state 


treasurers for whom Mr. Whittemore was 
bondsman. 


Affirmed by Supreme Court. 

“On April 14 last the Supreme court af- 
firmed a judgment of the Circuit court of 
Sangamon county in the case against Whitte- 
more, one of the bondsmen of Henry Wulff, 
late state treasurer. The.Supreme court in 
a clear and exhaustive opinion held that since 
1870 the cost and expenses of levying and 
collecting the registered bond funds have 
been illegally drawn from the state treasury 
by auditors and treasurers and that these 
officers, together with the bondsmen, are 
liable to the state fortheme moneys. Petition 
for a rehearing was filed by Whittemore 
and was denied by the court on June 15 last. 

“ Written demand wae there n made by 
the governor upon various ex-auditors and 
ex-ftreasurers to pay into the treasury moneys 
drawn by them from the registered bond 
funds. Henry L. Hertz under protest de- 
posited a check for part of the moneys drawn 
by him with the governor. None of the other 


ex-auditors or ex-treasurers, however, have | 


returned or offered to return moneys drawn 
by them. I had hoped that bondsmen of 
each ex-official would arrange to pay into the 
treasury moneys, drawn by their principal. 
This would have been a fair and equitable 
way to have adjusted the entire matter and 
would have saved much hardship. 


Says Bondemen Are Liable. 


“Bondsmen of each treasurer, for in- 
stance, are liable not only for moneys drawn 
by their princi but for moneys drawn 
upon all warrants, countersigned by their 
principal, no matter to whom the moneys 
were paid, and the same is true of the au- 
ditors. 

*T have tnvestigated the financial standing 
of various ex-officials and their bondsmen, 
and also the estates of the deceased ex-offi- 
cials and deceased bondsmen. The time for 
filing claims against the estate of Floyd K. 
Whittemore will exptre in March next. 
Whittemore was one of the sureties upon the 
bond of practically all of the treasurers and 
as bondsman was liable for more than $200,- 
000 of moneys dfawn from the registered 
bond funds. 

‘‘T.am also preparing suits against ex-offi- 
cilals who are financially responsible and 
against bondsmen out of whom judgments 
can be made. I shall not attempt to adjust 
the equity between bondsmen, as they have 
had ample opportunity to do that themselves. 
These suite will be filed in the coming week 
and will be speedily pressed for trial.

rail and save enough ground,to win the race. 
Yankee Girl had been backed from 8 down to 
4 to 1 and less. 


Ellison’s Bet Not Large. 
Owner Charley Ellison declared he had bet 
only $200 straight and $100 place on her, 
which was not enough alone to have caused 
a shortening of the odds.- Yankee Girl won 
in the hardest kind of a drive and beat Pedro 
a head. Pedro was the favorite, and but for the 
work of Koerner unquestionably would have won 
easily.

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SUFFRAGETTE STRATEGY. 


It must be a matter of, keen regret to 
readers of English fiction that Charles 
Dickens could not have lived to immortal- 
ige the suffragette struggle for suffrage. 
If the elder Mr. Weller could have been 
hauled away by Mrs. Weller and the 
Shepherd to an attack on parliament, 
could have been rescued by Sam or bailed 
out by Mr. Pickwick, it is certain that 
the humor of nations would have been the 
gainer. 

The equal suffragists themselves would 
have taken no offense. The Dickens 
sense of .justice would have made the 
Dickens sense of humor inoffensive, and 
the grim efforts of the suffragettes, their 
pertinacity in action, and their originality 
in stratagem call loudly for a proper his- 
torian in order that all may not be lost 
even if the main object of the crusade be 
not obtained. 

It seems almost as if Mrs. Weller must 
have been in the latest attack on parlia- 
ment. Who else could have been that 
heroine who calmly used her head as a 
battering ram to the utter confusion of 
six policemen and who later permitted her 
husband to go her bail in police court? 

It must be regretted tht the policg 
were informed as to the contents of the 
furniture van of imnocent “appearance 
which drew up at the entrance to the 
house of commons and suddenly disgorged 
a militant band in place of the expected 
consignment of tables and chairs. Such a 
stratagem deserved a chance of success 
and it was unkind of fate to allow an 
extra strong detachment of police to meet 
it. 

Hereafter the custodians of the parlia- 
ment btilding will draw few care-free 
breaths. Suffragettes may be in every de- 
livery of fuel, furnishings, or other peace- 
ful commodities. One hopes that the cus- 
todial officers may be spared the panic 
which would follow a suffragette attack 
through the coal hole. : 

- The suffragettes are attaining a higher 
degree of suffering than they are of 
suffrage. The English politician is willing 
to admit them to participation in all the 
phases of campaigning except in the one 
trifle of voting. The police recognize them 
as worthy opponents, and their inventive 
intellects are making them daily more 
worthy. - : 


. LIBRARY EXTENSION. 
The efficient way in which the directors 


‘of the Chicago public library are trying to 
extend the usefulness of that institution is 


gratifying. The Flue of a library in mod- 
ern thought is dependent upon ite use by 
the largest possible number of readers. 
The old fashioned notion of a museum of 
treasures has largely disappeared. The 
work the books do is the measure of their 
worth. 

There is one branch library known as 
the Blackstone, housed in an artistic 
structure of its own. Scattered through- 
out the city are eleven reading rooms in 
rented qnarters. Arrangements already 
have been made to increase this number 
At these 
rooms deliveries of books are made also, 
a service performed for the citizens in 
fifty-nine other places favorably located 
in community centers. The facilities of 
the great building at Michigan and Ran- 
dolph are thus extended under wise man- 
agement until more than seventy distinct 
neighborhoods have been given the advan- 
tage of ready access to the collections 
which the public library owns. 

For a long time there has been consid- 
eration of the possibility of codperation 
between the library and the public school 
with the idea of increasing the educa- 
tional opportunities offered by the city. 
The difficulties attendant upon the heat- 
ing and lighting of the school buildings 
‘after classes are dismissed for the day 
have prevented action. In many school 
‘buildings the overcrowded condition of 
affairs has been an obstacle. But there 


has been quiet study of the situation by 


subcommittees of the library board and 
‘the board of education. As a result there 
is a prospect of still further extension of 
the usefulness of the library. 

The proposition now favored by the two 
committees is one providing for the open- 
ing of branch reading rooms in several! 
of the school buildings in which evening 
schools are conducted. The plan has a 
double advantage. It minimizes the ex- 
pense of heat and light. It gives further 
opportunities to the earnest people who 
are seeking self-improvement and ad- 
vancement by night study. If the two 

boards imterested confirm the action of 
their committees there is no reason why 
this advance step should be long delayed. 
_. The successful working of the experi- 
ment thus undertaken may lead to still 
further use of the school buildings in this 
way. It is a project worthy of warmest 


- commendation. The more readers that 


are secured for the books in the public 


_ , library the better it will perform its great 


function. The plan now favored seems 
entirely feasible without much expendi- 
ture. No one who ever has looked in 
upon the company guthered about the 
tables of a branch reading room ever has 
any doubt of the value of such an insti- 
tution to a neighborhood. 


= 

THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 

Tue Trisune referred the other day ‘u 
general terms to the great increase in the 
number of charitable institutions and their 
inmates since the state board of charities 
was created. How great that increase 
has been the following figures will show: 
In 1869 there were five institutions, with 
1,061 inmates, for whose maintenance 
there was a biennial appropriation of 
$637,700. There are now seventeen insti- 
tutions, with 15,579 inmates, and the ap- 
propriations aggregate $6,588,000. 

The charitable institutions did not fig- 
ure ay a political asset in 1869. Ae ap- 
propriations grew and the number of jobs 
increased the politicians saw how much 
there was for thei in the state charities 
and took possession of them. Then be- 
gan an era of political mismanagement 
which went on unchecked for many years. 

Although the work of the state board 
of charities was made more difficult by 
the increased number of institutions and 
inmates, to say nothing of the disorganiz- 
ing influence of political control, the leg-. 
islature did comparatively nothing to aid 
the board in the performance of its work. 
In 1869 it was given an appropriation of 
$10,000 to cover all its expenses for two 
years. For 1907 and 1908 it has been 
given $37,000. That is an increase of 270 
per cent, but the increase in inmates has 
been 1,368 per cent and in appropriations 
934 per cent. 

The law gives the state board power to 
look into the condition, financial and oth- 
erwise, of institutions housing 15,579 peo- 
ple and costing in maintenance, repairs, 
and improvements three and a quarter 
million dollars a year, and the legislature 
gives the board $18,500 a yeareto do it 
with. Even if the members of the state 
board were to devote all their time to 
inspection they would still have need of 
several trained assistants to enable them 
to do their work thoroughly. That work, 
by the way, includes the visitation of city 
and county poorhouses or other places 
where the insane may be confined. 

These are facts which the legislative 
committee should not ignore. It is mani- 
fest that the legislature has denied the 
state board of charities adequate facili- 
ties for the discharge of its duties as an 
examining and supervising body, and the 
committee should not hesitate to tell the 
legislature so. 

If the members of the general assembly 
are interested in the welfare of the 15,579 
inmates of the charitable institutions, or 
if they wish to be sure that the millions 
appropriated for their care are wisely ex- 
pended, they will discard an old, defective 
system whose defects have been aggra- 
vated in some particulars by their own 
false ideas of economy. They will study 
the systems which have been evolved in 
other states, take from them their best 
points, and enact a model law for the 
efficient and economic government of the 
charitable institutions of Illinois. 


MACEDONIA AND RAILROADS. 
: The Austro-Hungarian government 
wishes to build a short stretch of railroad 
across Turkish territory so as to connect 
its system of roads with the line whose 
eastern terminus is Saloniki on the ADgean 
sea. It is reported that it has got per- 
mission. The Russian government would 
like to get a concession for a road across 
Turkish territory from sofne point on the 
Danube to one of the Montenegrin ports 
on the Adriatic. Each of these roads is 
economically desirable, and probably both 
would have been built before this if na- 
tional rivalry and grand polities did not 
have so much to do with railroad con- 
struction anywhere in the Turkish empire. 

The impression prevails that five years 
ago, when the Russian government and 
that of Austria-Hungary settled on the 
details of a plan to be submitted to the 
porte for the reform of conditions in 
Macedonia, they agreed that neither 
should ask for railroad concessions with- 
out consulting the other. This agree- 
ment, it is alleged, the Austro-Hungarian 
government has broken, and it is feared 
that this will put an end to Macedonian 
reforms. Nothing could be more pleasing 
to the sultan, who-has resented the at- 
tempts of othér powers to compel him to 
adopt measures calculated to restore 
peace in .Macedonia, but nothing could -be 
more disastrous for its wretched inhab- 
itants, 

The sultan is a master of political | 
strategy. The demonstrations of his sol- 
diers on the Persian frontier were fol- 
lowed by preparations by Russia for the 
dispatch of an army there. It is possible 
to see in the grant of a coveted railroad 
concession to Austria-Hungary an answer 
to the Russian move. If the sultan could 
succeed in estranging his two neighbors 
and putting an end to their program for 
Macedonia, he would be well pleased. 

It is the invariable policy of the sultan 
to play off one of the great powers 
against another wherever possible, and in 
that way prevent concerts of the powers 
to compel him to govern his Christian sub- 
jects a little better. If he were able to 
set his neighbors by the ears and throw 
the chancelleries of Europe into a turmoil 
by so small a matter as the promise of a 
railroad concession, he would not hesitate 
to do it. It would be a misfortune if the 
jealousies and suspicions of rival nations 
were to allow him to succeed and thus 
insure the continuance of bad government 
in Macedonia. The fate of that province 
ought not to be involved in a question of 
railroad construction. 


ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENT. 

Chicago’s experiment with the pay-as- 
you-enter street cars having attracted 
the attention of New York, that city also 
is to try the plan. The Madison avenue 
line in Manhattan has ordered 155 cars 
of the new pattern. If the system works 
well there it will be extended all oter 
New York, so the management of the 
traction company says. 

Pittsburg recently attempted to install 
the pay-as-you-enter cars, but the public 
would not tolerate them. Passengers 
would board the platforms and tender to 
the conductors bills of large denomina- 
tion. They would crowd upon the steps 
and congest the doorways. In every pos- 
sible manner they ‘attempted to annoy the 
street car operators because the city did 
not take kindly to the change. It wasn't 
log before the old time system was re- 
inatigurated. 

‘In this city there was some dissatie-

The company, in urging the public to 
accept the new sy as one minister- 
ing to its cofivenience, says that it is at- 
tempting to provide seats for every pas- 
senger. When cars aré filled’ the con- 
ductors are stipposed ‘to refise further 
admission, but they do mot adhere to this 
tule. If they did there’ might be less 
opposition to the innovation. One thing 
has happened, and.that is the receipts of 
the company have been increased. It is 
easy for a conductor to miss a fare When 
passengers board cars from both platforms 
at the same time, but i¢ is difficult for 
one to escape paying the nickel while a 
collector stands at the entrance receiving 
passengers, one by one. 

The argument of traction companies is 
based upon the benefits to the passenger 
rather than the good to accrue to the 
stockholder. It is contended that the 
new system minimizes accidents and re- 
lieves passengers of the annoyance of con- 
ductors shoving their way through crowd- 
ed cars. There are no figures to show 
that there are fewer accidents on the Cot- 
tage Grove and Wabash line than former- 
ly, but it is a fact that the cars are about 
as badly crowded as ever they were. . 

However good the pay-as-you-enter sys- 
tem is, it could be improved. So could all 
the other systems.

LTHOUGH the United States, with 
punctilious courtesy, dispatched spe- 
cial embassies to represent it at the 
coronations and the weddings of for- 
eign rulers, yet thus far no European 
sovereign has paid this country the compll- 
ment of including it among the list of those 
to which special missions are sent for the 


Whenever a monarch succeeds to the crown 
abroad he proceeds to formally announce 
his assumption of the reins of government 
by means of special embassies, the envoys 
being selected from among the principal 
nobles or official dignitaries of the state. 

Thus, just at present special missions from 
Stockholm are visiting London, Paria, 8t. 
Petersburg, in fact, all foreign capitals, even 
down to that of the prince of Monaco, in 
order to angeunce the succession to the 
throne of King Gustavus of Sweden.

Just why the United States should be ig- 
nored in this connection is not quite clear. 
It is certainly not on account of its being a 
republic instead of a monarchy, since no 
sovereign would dream of failing to dispatch 
a mission to the French republic on his 
accession. 

Possibly it is because the foreign govern- 
ments have received a quiet hint tothe effect 
that there are no funds available here for the 
customary entertainment of such embassies 
as the guests of the American government 
and of the nation, and that a demand upon 
congress for money for this purpose might 
lead to disctission and criticism calculated 
to give offense abroad. 

But it would be well if some explanation 
were furnished about the matter, since the 
United States, in the front rank of great 
powers and represented no longer by mere 
ministers, but by full fledged ambassadors 
in the principal capitals of Europe, is en- 
titled to the same consideration and to the 
same compliments that are accorded to other 
countries, and which form part and parcel 
of the code of international! courtesies.

The special ambassador of King Gustavus 
of Sweden to France is' Baron Carl Bonde. 
There are few families that have played a 
more notable réle in the history of Sweden 
than that of the baron of Bonde. 

For it has furnished not only numerous 
archbishops, field marshals, admirals, prime 
ministers, and grand seneschals of the king- 
dom, but likewise two kings, one of whom is 
a national saint—namely: 8t. Eric, who 
reigned over Sweden from 11382 to 1160, and 
Charlies VIII., who reigned from 1438 to 1470. 

ln the seventeenth century Baron Gustav 
Bonde was grand treasurer of the kingdom 
and president of the council of regency d@ur- 
ing the ntmority of King Charles XI. 

A Baron Charlies Bonde was the pleni- 
potentiary of Sweden at the court of Ver- 
sailles im the reign of Louis XIV., and nego- 
tiated in London a treaty of defensive and 
offensive alliance between Great Britain and 
Sweden. 

In the eighteenth century another Baron 
Gustav Bonde was chaneellor of the ancient 
University of Upsala, and his namesake, 
Baron Gustay Bonde, was grand chamber- 
ain of the court to the last of the Vasa 

ings of Sweden at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century. 

The father of the presem special ambassa- 
dor of King Gustav filled a similar office just 
half a century ago when he was appointed 
to notify the foreign powers in special mis- 
sion of the accession to the throne of King 
Charlies XV., uncle of the new king.

The principal home of Baron Car! Bonde is 
his superb chateau of Ericsberg, situated at 
a distance of some hours from Stockholm in 
the midst of.an estate extending over an 
area of some 50,000 acres, the park imme- 
diately around the chateau having been laid 
out according to designs of Lenotre, the 
creator of the gardens of the palace of Ver- 
sailles. 

Ericsberg has been for many hundreds 
of years in the possession of the Bonde fam- 
ily, is filled from cellar to garret with price- 
less treasures of art and history, among them 
the throne of King Charles VIII. of the 
Bonde family, and which occupies a conspicu- 
OUs position in the grand salon. 

The chAteau is particularly famous for its 
wonderful collection of books and manu- 
scripts, which include the correspondence 
and records of the Barons Bonde as well as 
of other Swedish nobles related to the fam- 
ily who held high office in the service of the 
crown in the fifteenth, sixteenth, seven- 
teenth, and eighteenth centuries. 

Among others there are a number of let- 
ters of Cardinal Richelieu, of the marshal de 
Luxembourg, of King Gustavus Adolphus, 
of Cardinal Mazarin, and of Frederick the 
Great. Worthy guardian of all these liter- 
ary treasures Baron Carl Bonde publishes 
each year a volume of anecdote history of the 
reign of Gustavus ITI. 
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Sweden is one of the most aristocratic 
countries in Europe, in this sense of the word, 
that there are few nations where the nobility 
has retained to such a great extent its an- 
cestral estates, the ownership of the land, 
and the social prestige which invariably ac- 
company the possession of vast tracts of 
territory through hundreds of years. 

This is largely due to the number of cadets 
of the noble houses of these countries who 
sought service under King Gustavus Adol- 
phus during the thirty years war, and who 
at its close, instead of returning to the land 
of their birth, settled in Sweden, receiving 
grants of land and hereditary honors. It is 
thanks to this that one finds such a number 
of Hamiltons, Douglases, Wedels, Rosens, 
Platens, and even Grammonts among the 
territorial magnates of Sweden. 

The highest Swedish titles outside those 
of the royal family are those ofcount. True, 
there is one duke—namely: the duke of 
Otrante, who has all his life long been con- 
nected with the court of Stockholm, having 
begun first as A. D. C. to King Charles 
XV., and being subsequently promoted to 
the dignity of his master of the horse. But 
although now wholly a Swede, his son and 
heir, Charles, being a captain in the Swedish 
army and attached to the household of the 
new king, yet his ducal title is a French one 
and was originally conferred upon his grarnd- 
father, Joseph Fouche, by the first Napoleon 
in recegnition of his services as minister of 
police. 
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Although the failure of King Edward to 
display as much predilection as the late 
Queen Victoria for life in the Highlands 
and for residence at Balmoral has created 
an impression that he does not care much for 
Scotland yet he has recently given two char- 
acteristic indications of his interest in the 
northern kingdom. 

It has just become known that it was the 
king himself who vetoed the proposal! to re- 
store Holyrood chapel at Edinburgh with 
the $200,000 left for the purpose by the late 
Lord Leven. 

At the time when the bequest was an- 
nounced there was a tremendous outcry 
against its acceptance on the ground that any 
modern restoration must necessarily destroy 
the picturesque beauty and diminish ‘(he in- 
terest in what are some of the most notable 
ruins north of the Tweed. 

‘the royal chapel could only be restored 
by the complete destruction of the ruins as 
they now exist, and it would require much 
more money than that left by Lord Leven to 
reconstitute the chapel in a modern repre- 
sentation of all its ancient glory. 

Then, too, the king has, through the sec- 
retary for Scotignd, appointed a royal com~ 
mission to make an inventory of the ancient 
and historic monuments and constructions 
connected with or illustrative of the culture, 
civilization, and conditions of life of the 
Scottish people from the earliest times til! 
the year 1717. 

‘rhe object which he has in view is to in- 
augurate some kind of a state control over 
historic monuments, even if they are pri- 
vately owned—a government control capable 
of being invoked in the event of any of them 
being threatened. 

Sir Herbert Maxwell, famous throughout 
the English speaking world ‘aa an antiquar- 
lan, a student, and as an authority on Scot- 
tish history, has been appointed 
of the reyal commission, the organization of 
which has met with widespread approval.

Postoffice Department Prepares | for 
Wagons in Case of Refusal. 


Washington, D.C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
The company which operates the Chicago 
tunnel has asked the postoffice department 
to increase its remuneration for transport- 
ing maile about the city to an amount which 
is more than double that which it is re- 
celving at present. The contract now in 
force expires with the present fiscal year. 

The rate the government is now paying for 
the tunnel mall service is $172,500, and the 
company has asked for a four year renewal 
of the contract at $400,000 per annum. 

Second Assistant Postmaster General Mc- 
Cleary has taken the matter up with the 
house postoffice committee, which is at 
work at present on the postoffice appropria- 
tien bill. Pica 

Chairman Overstreet of the postoffice com- 
mittee, had an interview with Mr. McCleagy 
today. It was not definitelf settled as to 
just how the government would meet the 
proposal. A tentative offer of $250,000a year 
has been made for the service, and it is be- 
lieved that the committee will make an ap- 
propriation of this amount.

Hearing it last evening. given in admirably 
adequate manner by the Apollos, the suc- 
cess of the new composition is not difficult 
to understand. In the first place, Mr. Pierné 
has had the great good fortune to come upon 
} a poetic subject of exceptional worth and 
appeal. From Marcel Schwob’s poem, in 
which is embodied the legend of the crusade 
undertaken in 1212 by children from western 
Europe, the composer has had prepared for 
him a text which tells a story filled with ele- 
ments which can but win the sympathy of 
every person who is not dead to all that is 
finest and sweetest in human nature. 

The beautiful faith of the child—the faith 
‘which every one, no matter what be his 
years, mus@heve if religion is to mean aught 
to him—is here presented in its purest, clear- 
est form. These little enthusiasts, who, led 
by a blind lad and his sister, start to the 
holy land to onquer Jerusalem, find their 
earthly end inf the stormy Mediterranean, 
but their sightlees leader hears the divine 
message of the Savior’s welcome to little 
children, and the exaltation of salvation and 
resurrection robs their fate of all hint of the 
tragic or the sad. A subject of this kind 
can but appeal, and especially to auditors 
such as are those that make up the great 
mass of oratorio lovers.

SPECIAL TAX ATTORNEY ILES 
IS ATTACHED IN CIVIL COURT. 


Dietrich Arnold Seeks to Enjoin County , 
from Paying the Lawyer, Alleging 
His Contract Is Illegal. 


A suit, charging Robert S. Iles, special! at- 
torney for the county in tax suits, with hold- 
ing his office illegally, prosecuting small prop- 
erty owners, and allowing the corporation in- 
terests to escape prosecution, was begun in 
the Circuit court yesterday by Dietrich 
Arnold. 

An injunction to prevent the county treas- 
urer from paying Attorney Iles for his serv- 
ices is asked by Arnold, who is said to be 
interested in real estate investments and is 
now in California. 

Mr. Arnold alleges that Attorney Lles ob- 
tained his contract unlawfully as “* payment 
of a political debt to himself and other un-~ 
known persons from the former board of 
county commissioners,” and that “‘a sum 
not less than $1,000,000” is to go to Mr. Les 
for his services. 

Mr. Iles declared the suit was “ a pack of 
nonsense.”’ 

‘To gay that I will receive or have re- 
ceived $1,000,000 for my services is ridicus 
lous,”” he added. ‘“‘I have received about 
$25,000, which is a smal! cost for such a large 
amount of work lasting eight years. Through 
the suits about $100,000 has n collected. 
My fees are approved by the court. / 

‘“*T have been prosecuting corporations, as 
well as small property holders. The sum of 
$9,600 for back taxes was received from W. 
P. Carrington & Co., who have an elevator 
on the old canal. .From George F. Harding 
between $12,000 and $15,000 was received.

FALLOWS SAYS RICHEST MAN

poser has been enabled to give full scope to 
such powers of descriptive and dramatic 
musical expression as he possesses. He has 
made his music a running tonal comment on 
the text, and in this way has shown himseif 
full abreast of the times. He has abandoned 
all formal designs and restrictions, and has 
written music more brilliantly colored, more 
impassioned, more scenic in character than is 
wsual in oratorio or its kindred. 

Ada to the appeal of the story and the pow- 
er that Mes in the dramatic nature-of the 
music the fact that the work in its perform- 
ance requires the presence on the stage ofa 
large chorus of children, and the reasons for 
the popularity of “ The Children’s Crusade 
are apparent.

night settles down; and the fourth, the ap- 
proach of-the storm and the shipwreck of thé.

It is in the last two sections that Pierné’s 
skill is showmat its best and is most effective 
He is a modern in that he seems unable or 
unwilling to write a melodic line thet sug- 
gests anything like smoothness, continuity, 
or fluency. His melodies are almost without 
exception merely a succession of more or less 
unnatural) intervals which could just as well 
be something other than what they are. It 
is the present day custom of making the 
singer's voice merely an interval striker 
above, or below,,or amid a stream of orches- 
tral sound, and the more tricky the interval 
the greater the delight of the composer. 
There are precious few successions of tones 
which stand for melodies in ‘‘ The Children’s 
Crusade’ that any hearer could retain in 
memory after listening to one performance, 
and there are nohé save the medieval hymn 
that serves as the march song for the chil- 
dren in the second part, and the song of the 
sailor in the third part which have the ap- 
peal of beauty even when being sung. ~The 
voice parts for soloists and chorus are not 
the strong factors in the Pierné score—save 
in the last section, when on top of a tremen- 
dous orchestral picturing of a storm at sea 
there is built up a good, solid choral structure 
that places a brilliant close to the work and 
sends every auditor away impressed with 
having heard a composition that satisfies 
and moves him. The first two parts are 
twisted and unnatural where the original 
melodic material is concerned. The medie- 
val hymn lends power to the march, and the 
bits of antiphonal melody echoed from one 
group of children to another gives charm to 
the second bart, although there is a striking 
monotony in the manner in which this laiter 
material is handled.

Birmingham and Wife Accuse 
Each Other of Responsibil- 
ity for the Crime. 


END OF TRIAL IS NEAR. 


Jury May Decide Tomorrow on 
Penalty for the Abductors 
of Lillian Wulff. 


Knowing themselves cornered, with the im- 
mediate possibility of life imprisonment 
hanging over their heads, William Birming- 
ham and his wife, Irene Alaina Birmingham, 
the kidnapers of Lillian Wulff, began a mad 
scramble yesterday to escape the extreme 

penalty. 

At the prompting of attirneys, each sought 
to put on the shoulders of the other the re- 
sponsibility for the crime. The consequent 

‘split in the defense was of material value to 

the state's case, so Prosecutor Short leaned 
back in his chair and smiled at seeing his 
work advanced by his opponents. 

The breach between the couple began sev- 
eral weeks ago. Birmingham wrote lettere 
to his wife threatening that if she turned 
against him to save herself he would see 
that she would receive the same punishment 
eas he. The wife turned the letters over to 
her attorneys, who then insisted that her case 
must be conducted as independently of his as 
might be possible. To this end she refused 
to take the witness stand until her defense 
had been closed. 


Sobbing Woman Disturbs Court. 
When she began her story the complete- 


mered questions at her thick and fast, every 
one of them an effort to make her life look 
ite blackest. Objections and protests from 
her counsel, John Tyrrell and David B. Stane- 
bury, failed to stop him and he put enough 
of her record before the jury to remove any 
impressions of her innocence. 

During the recital of the days that followed 
the abduction of the Little girl from Thirty~ 
ninth street amd Armour avenue. court wae 
interrupted by an outburst of sobs from her } 
mother, Mre. Mary Wulff. Judge Kersten 
ordered her to be quiet, and when her cries 
continued he instructed the beiliffe to take 
her to the witness room, where she soon re- 
covered her control. 


Mrs. Birmingham, after telling of her 
marital troubles, took” up the story of her 
gypey life. Near Woodburn, Ia., her hue- 


band was sentenced to work out a fine in the 
corn field of the sheriff of the county. It was 
there they met Everett Merrill, alias Riley, 
with whom ae general scheme of abduction 
was planned. 


Blames Husband for Kidnaping. 


Riley told the Birminghams that he had a 
child who was “ east of Chicago” and they 
agreed to steal her. 

“My husband told me then,” the woman 
said, “that he wanted to get three chi'- 
Gren. He said he wanted a girl about 8 
years o)4, another girl about 11 or 12, anda 
boy about 14 years old who could help us. 
He was going to make ali of them beg in 
the streets. 

“ We went to see Capt. Mundy of the Sa:- 
vation army for a day. Then ‘on Saturday 
we went down Armour avenue with our 
wagon. Some children were playing in the 
street. One of them called, ‘O, Lillie,’ and 


her and said, 
my hand. 

“Bhe took # and then my husband came 
up and took her other hand. We started to 
walk with her to the wagon, but a police- 
man came up a cross street and stopped a 
mement, so my husband went to the wagon 
and I just kept walking along with Lillie. I 
had to do it, because there was a double 
barreled shotgun at my back. That ie, it was 
in the wagon where my husband was.”’ 

Her attempt to throw the entire respoasi- 
bility for the kidnaping upon her husband 
aroused Attorney Carmichael to the boil'ng 
point.

“Weren't you arrested in Georgetown, 
near Denver, for killing your child?”"’ he 
demanéced., “Were you ever arrested in 
Fansas City for horse stealing?

In spite cf the objections of counsel, Judge 
Kerster ruled that she must answer.

She testified that her husband had been an 
epileptic for several years, and that she had 
seen him have at least thirty fits, many of 
which were caused by his anger against 
her."’ 

The letters which Birmingham wrote her 
after their arrest were introduced as evi- 
dence by Attorney Tyrrelk The first was 
an incoherent mixture of repentance for his 
crime of child stealing and affection for 
her. Into the later ones a display of tem- 
per crept. One of them was of a compo- 
sition and vocabulary pronounced beyond 
Birmingham's ability. Prosecutor Short 
said an effort will be made on cross exam- 
ination to discover if Birmingham knows 
the spelling and definition of some of the 
more lengthy terma. 

‘Mrs. Birmingham was on the stand when 
court adjourned at 3:30 p. m. to permit 
Judge Kersten to attend a meeting of the 
judges. It is expected that the presenta- 
tion of evidence will end today. The case 


INQUIRY ON TISDELLE TODAY 


New Developments Expected at 
the Bankruptcy Hearing. 


SECOND, WARRANT IS OUT. 


Charges Defendant with Accepting De- 
posits After Insolvency. . 


Important developments are looked for to- 
Gay at the hearing before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Sidney Eastman of Archie C. Tisdelle, 
former owner of the wrecked private bank at 
04 La Sallie street. 

Since the agitation among depositors at 
the meeting last Sunday and the declination 
of the Federatiom of Labor to investigate 
the career of the Tisdelle bank clear back 
to the closing of the Commonwealth Trust 
and Savings bank all kinds of rumors have 
circulated, 

A second warrant for the arrest of Tisdelle 
was obtained before Judge Welle at Harri- 
son street station during the day by Alpheus 
W. Wadsworth, treasurer of the local order 
of the National Machinists union. The 
charge is similar to that om which Tisdeble 
was arrested last Thursday—that of receiv- 
ing deposits after the bank was known-to 
be insolvent. Wadsworth asserts that he 
Placed $58 in the bank the evening of Jan. 
2, the day before the bank closed. 


Police in No Haste with Warrant. 

There was no evident haste on the part of 
the police to serve the warrant. Four hours 
after it was signed by Judge Wells it was 
stil) lying at Harriegon street police station. 
Last evening at 7 o'clock police officers at 
Harrison street said it had been sent to the 
detective bureau. At the same time Lieut. 
Andy Rohan said the warrant hadn’t reached 
the bureau. 

“I haven't heard anything about a second 
warrant being issued,"’ said Fred C. Har- 
bour, attorney for Tisdelle, last evening. 
“I saw Mr. Tisdelle an hour ago and asked 
him what was new, and he said nothing. He 
didm’t know about any warrant. Mr. Tis 
Gelle can get bonds easily enough. 

“It looks to me as if the depositors were 
biting their noses to spite their faces. There 
has been a disposition among Tisdelle’s 
friends to come to his aid and meet the 
obligations, but, of course, if there is to be 
a criminal prosecution there is no use in 
their doing that.’’ 

Peace in the creditors’ camp is tn sight. 
Andrew B. Adair, leader of the “ creditors’ 
committee faction,’’ who led off with a pbit- 
ter attack on Attorney James Rosenthal, 
who is conducting the Tisdelle examination 
for Receiver William C. Niblack, at the Sun- 
day meeting, went to Attorney Rosenthal’s 
office during the day in company with John 
J. Bonsteby. After a brief love feast Mr. 
Adair said that at the next depositors’ meet- 
ing he would publicly retract the statements 
he made. 

A Gevelopment at todays’ examination 
will be the inquiry intb the Mattias Larsen 
mortgage. Larsen says he was “stung” 
for $3,150. He gaid he gave Tisdelle a trust 
deed for $3,500, and had drawn but $350 when 
the bank closed. W. C. Clyde, who bought 
the mortgage, will be a witness. 


After Old Bank Directors. > 
Among the rumors current was one that 
an accounting will be demanded by the 
stockhoNMers of the Commonwealth bank di- 
rectors. The corporation never haa been dis- 
soived. The directors transferred deposits 
from the Kingebury to the Tisdelle bank. 
The question has been raised whether or not 
the directors are responsible. 

“I don’t know whether they are responsi- 
ble or not,” said Attorney Rosenthal. “ That 
is for the court to decide. The trustees claim 
that they transferred the money upon the 
indorsement of the stockholders. Some of 
the stockholders declare the transfer was 
made without their knowledge. So you see 
it is quite an involved question.” 

Jacob Ringer, who has represented Tisdelle 
in the bankruptcy proceedings, said he would 
file the banker’s schedule this morning. 
This will make the way clear for the appoint- 
ment of a trustee. 


PLANS FOR IMPROVING RIVER 
ADOPTED BY DRAINAGE BOARD. 


Propose Removing Curve at Fifteenth 
Street and Widening Stream Between 


Twelfth and Sixteenth. 


Plans for removing the sharp curve of the 
Chicago river at Fifteenth street and for 
widening the stream between Twelfth and 
Sixteenth streets were adopted at a meeting 
of the finance committee of the drainage 
board yesterday. 

The improvement contemplates the wreck- 
ing of the lowa grain elevator, which was 
purchased by the board last fall. The deal 
for the widening of the river at this point 
was completed by an exchange of property 
with the Chicago and Northwestern railwey 
company. 

The committee also compieted its negotia- 
tions with the railway company for the 
construction of the necesgary bridges across 
the proposed Evanston auxiliary channel.
